FEW DEALINGS TO RECORD. 


The accumulation of erders in the Mining 
market over the week-end was small, the 
disturbing nature of the news from the Far 
East and the approaching Budget statement 
acting as a check upon public activity. Pro- 
fessionals were busy with the arrangement 
of the carry-over during the early hours, and, 
with a twenty-one day account in view, were 
disinclined to increase commitments. In- 
deed, yesterday was one of the idlest days 
for some time past, and even the Kaffir 
section was not stimulated by the generally 
satisfactory character of the monthly returns. 
among which Government Mines, Main Reef 
and Nourse Mines stood out prominently, the 
last-named showing a profit of £1,550 against 
a long series >f losses. The East Rand profit 
of £8,020 also shows a big increase, despite 
loss of tonnage, due to the Driefontein shaft 
accident, now repaired. The Cape was in- 
clined to support a few of its favourites, 
but this had little effect upon values, while 
Paris was indifferent. 

Among Finance descriptions, Union Cor- 
poration were strong, on the publication of 
an excellent report, and Central Mining, 
Rand Mines and Union Corporation were 
firm, but Generals lost the turn, despite the 
satisfactory preliminary statement. Some of 


the Far Easterns were in quiet demand, 
among them being Government Mines, 
agar ge Modder East and Van Ryn 
while of the lower-priced descriptions 
Dorkan Deep were a strong spot. The move- 
ments, however, on balance were generally 
slight and the tone wes steady. 

A rather harder tendency ipvciasiel in the 
Rhodesian department, though Chartered 
finished a trifle on the wrong side, and Tanks 
and Zams, lacking French support, eased the 
turn. As usual at this period of the year, 
the returns from the various mines are lower, 
but that of the Tronah is distinctly better, 
the profit of £3,014 being nearly double 
that for the previous month, Among 
Nigerians, Kaduna Syndicate, Bauchi Pref.

"GROWTH OF BUREAUCRACY. 

Any fair or satisfactory analysis. of thé 
recent amazing development’ of bureaucracy 
in the Free ‘State must take account of two 
initial facts for which Mr. Cosgrave and his 
colleagues have ‘no special responsibility : 
first, the long bureaucratic traditions: of 

DubjineCastle,’’ with its. jumble of hoards,. 
departments and commissions; secondly, the 
number of new British State activities—e.v., 
Employment Exchanges and. Insurance. Com- 
missions—which came into existence between 
1906 and #1914, and then. developed and 
multiplied at a truly appalling pace. during 
the Furopean War. Such were the .condi- 
tions inherited by the new Free State Govern- 
ment. What has happened since? 

Having parcelled out the existing medley of 
bureaucratic’ departments, boards, commis- 
sions, controllerships, directorships and in- 
spectorships' to various hastily contrived 
Ministries, the néw Government’ found itself 
faced with the: problem of giving effect to 
new policies through its hastily reconstructed 
administrative machine. First and. foremost, 
a military problem arose which demarided’ the 
improvisation. of an army and forbáile the 
reduction of a .notoriously excessive police 
ferce, That provided the first and most fruit- 
ful field for the bureaucrat, Then the funda- 
mental doctrines of Sinn Fein demanded 
““ implementation.”” | Industries had to be 
sheltered behind tariff walls, and ‘“‘ com- 
pulsion ’’ applied to those who hesitated to 
accept the language doctrine of the Gaelic 
League. 

As the army was demobilised its members 
donned new uniforms as Customs officers. 
before we knew it, developed two new and 
wers ‘of com- 
pulsion, regulation and supervision over the 
daily activities of. the private citizen. 

THE ECONOMIC. FIELD. 

Coreurrently with, and closely related. to, 
industrial reorganisation by means of tariffs, 
demands arose for transpcrt’ reform atid for 
the provision of power supplies. ‘Canal, * Rail- 
wuy, “* Reconstruction’ and other Commis- 
sions were set up and their hastily-drawn 
reports quickly consigned to oblivion, ' But 
something had to be done about the railways. 
Taking its courage in both hands, the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce decided 
that consultation with railway interests would 
involve embarrassing delays: The “British 
scheme of ‘‘ grouping’’ was available. 
“willy-nilly” every Free State railway 
ceased to exist, and proprietors.found ¢hem- 
selves shereholders upon Government-dictated 
terms in an “‘ amalgamaton.”’ whose services, 
rates and policy were subject in every im- 
ór respect to State regulation by the 

ailway Tribunal:. In Greát Britain the 
form and fact of competition between four 

werful railway groups remained. In

appeared, and railways and canals passed to 
the á keeping of a Government depart- 
ment.

Mr. J. P. Gillin, as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, moved the adoption of the report, and 
paid a tribute to all those who worked so 
hard at the recent fatal fire, especially to. the 
members of the Constabulary force. When he 
alarmed the Town Hall keener all they had to 
bring the hose, the escape ladders and roof- 
ladder was-an ordinary hand barrow, In the 
past they depended on the military, with 
whom they had an agreement to turn out in 
case’ of fire with their appliances, which 
included a hand-pumping, engine. 


COUNCIL'S RESPONSIBILITY. : 

It had been stated that they as a council 
had no legal responsibility to put out .fires, 
but he held it was their duty to save life 
and property. .

Irish Free State by an Act of the Dail.at one 
of its first ‘sittings after the Treaty, Mr, 
Neary: said that im August, 1924, the Free 
State Government introduced the Old Age 
Pensions (Amendment) Bill. That bill re- 
duced. the pension of 10s. per week to the 
aged and the pension of 10s. to the blind who 
had reached the age of fifty years and up- 
wards to 9s. per wéek. While that’ was being 
done .t uestion of the blind was not 
seriously “taken up by the State, chiefly 
because deputies had not got that, knowledge 
of the blind: whieh the blind themselves have. 
The fact that the bill subsequently became 
law, reducing the pension of the blind, and 
in many cases depriving the blind of the 
pension altogether, shows the deplorable posi- 
tion of the blind in this country. Hence the 
announcement in yesterday’s /rish Times that 
Messrs. Byrne and Neary had been nominated 
to contest County Dublin and North Dublin 
respectively as blind candidates. . 
_. & NEW DEPARTURE. " 
This is the first time that a sightless candi- 
date has come forward as a Candidate for 
Parliamentary honours in Ireland, ‘In Great 
Britain there have been several blind candi- 
dates, but these have gone forward “as party 
men. Among them were Captain Ian Fraser, 
a Conservative and Secretary of St. Dunstan's 
who was successful. 
Our party, said Mr. Neary, is not linked up 
or connected in any way with any other 
political party.’ We have no antagonism to 
any party, and we hope to’ secure the co- 
operation of the best elements in other 
parties for the sole object of securing ia 
measure of State aid that will be beneficial 
to the blind of this country. It is, he 
added, the first time in history that the blind 
themselves have organised to make a national 
issue of their case. | 
The position of the blind in Belfast, said 
Mr. Neary, has always been far ahead cf 
Dublin, apart. from .the, Government 
altogether. Theré are four instjtutions in 
Dublin : Merrion, for Roman Catholic females $ 
Molyneux, for Peotestant females; Richmond, 
for men and women, and St, Joseph's for 
Roman Catholic men.’ These are as distinct 
trom one another as they are from those in 
Belfast or Cork, | 
In the thirty-two counties, added Mr. 
Neary, there are almost 6,000 blind people. . 
To deal with these there are ien institutions, 
situated in Dublin; Cork, Limerick, Armagh 
and Belfast, including an elementary schou!l. 
These are only capable of accommodating 600, 
people. The solution of ‘the problem lies ir. 
placing. tlie whole responsibility. for the 
general welfare of the blind upon the State. . 
Private philantrophy, he said, has failed m 
its treatment of the bind; not dnly in Ireland, 
but elsewhere. That is why tha State in 
Great Britain and other countries has taken 
up the éare of the blind.

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MR. DARBY: SCULLY. 

We regret to have to record the death of 
Mr. Darby Scully, late of Silverfort, Fethard, 
Co. Tipperary, and Ballylehane, Co. Kilkenny, 
who died on Saturday last in a nursing home 
in Dublin, from pneumonia following on 
influenza. His ilimess was a very brief one: 
« few days before his death he appeared to 
be in the best of health. Mr. Scully, who 
belonged to a very old Tipperary family, 
had acted at one time as Deputy-Lieutenant 
for County Kilkenny. He ‘was best known 
as a sportsman of a very keen description; 
his name was a household word among the 
hunting fraternity in lreland,‘and particularly 
among the followers 'of the Tipperary Hounds, 
the pack with which he usually hunted. Mr. 
Scully was educated at Clongowes College and 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where he had a 
successiul career, was a prominent member 
of the College Historical Society, won the 
gold medal for oratory, and had a good 
reputation as a clasgica] scholar, Among his 
varied interests were military history and | 
archeology. He recently made a tour of the 
kinglish. cathedrals. Mr. Scully was a 
barrister-at-law,. but on inhériting his 
property he relinquished all idea of practising 
his profession.

KxNOX-BROWNE. 

Lieutenant-Colonel John Harvey Knox- 
Browne, J.P., D.L., died at his residence, 
Aughenbaine Castle, Fivemiletown, County 
Tyrone, oh Sunday last. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Knox-Browne was educated at Harrow, and 
he served for a time in the 12th Lancers, 
from which he retired as Captain. He was 
appointed afterwards’ as Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 9th Brigade North Irish Divisional 
Artillery. His original surname was Browne, 
but after his marriage with Louisa Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Francis Arthur Knox-Gore, 
Bart., of Beleek Manor, Co. Mayo, he 
assumed the name and arms of Knox.

A RARE PERSONALITY. 


MR. LANE’S DEVOTION TO 
THE ARTS, 


pictures was already well known to the 
Dublin public. At the beginning of this 
century,.he said, there was a small group of 
persons working in various ways for the in- 
tellectual welfare of this country, and he 
thought that the most notable among them 
was Hugh Lane. Lane was a rare personality, 
a unique mau. ‘He was devoted to the arts 
as other men were devoted to religion. 
had a beautiful house at Chelsea which was 
full of priceless works of art. He spent very 
little on himself, but he had given a grept 
ift to this =~. A great English author 
ad said that Hugh Lane had raised the pro- 
fession of picture-dealer to the level of the 
Medici. . 

THE DUBLIN COLLECTION. 

One of his works was to establish a great 
art gallery in Dublin, When that gallery was 
first opened it contained another collection 
which was called an ‘‘ additional gift,’’ mostly 
the work of French painters, and the twe 
collections’ together gave Dublin a collection 
of modern paintings that were probably un- 
equalled in the world. 

Why Lane called it an “additional, gift” 
was’ that he had agreed that if the Dublin 
Corporation did not within a limited time 
provide.a suitable gallery for them he would 
take ‘them away. The gallery in Harcourt 
street was entirely unsuitable for the housing 
of its 
‘additional gift.” No civilised people would 
allow a valuable collection of pictures to be 
housed as the Harcourt street pictures were 


oused. 

“ADDITIONAL GIFT’ WITHDRAWN. 

The Corporation did not supply the gallery, 
and Lane withdrew the “additional gift,” 
and he made. a will leaving them to the 
National Gallery in London. 

Aiter the tornado of angry feeling which 
had been aroused over the proposal to ereet a 
gallery over the Liffey, on the site of the 
Metal: Bridge had subsided, Lane, in February, 
1915,. made a codicil to his will by which he 
left that..collection of; pictures once more to 
the Municipal Gallery in Dublin. Unfor- 
tunately, his execution of the codicil was un- 
witnessed, and Lane on returning from 
America was drowned in the Lusitania, which 
was sunk by. the Germans outside Cork

) ". BUBLIN’S CLAIM. 
; A commission that. was. set. up in--London 


Hugh Lane, when he signed the codicil, 
thought that he was making a legal disposi- 
tion of the pictures. The British.Government 
declined to legalise by legislation the codicil 
to Lane a will, but. they said that they were 
willing to allow a proportion of them to. come 
‘to Dublin by way of a loan, * 

“We are prepared,” said Senator Yeats, 
“to accept these pictures as an indefinite 
loan. It raises no legal precedent whatever, 
and our moral right to them is now con- 
ceded. The question is. not whether we shall 
get any picture, but whether we shall get all 
‘the pictures. We cannot see that England 


| has ámy claim whatever to even one.of these 


‘pictures. ' 

; “ALL OR NONE.” 

“Tt is a matter of all or none for Ireland; 
that is what we are fighting for, and we are 
using all the influence we can to get these 
pictures back,” 

_ Proceeding, Mr. Yeats dwelt on the import- 
ance of good art in raising the standard of 
culture in the education of the students at 
our schools and colleges. Jf Dublin carries 
our the promise originally made to Sir Hugh 
Lane by building a suitable gallery; say, at 
& corner of Stephen’s Green, and it need not 
at first be a costly undertaking, he felt that 
the pictures would come back within a 
certain time. 

MR. BODKIN’S VIEW. 

Mr. Thomas Bodkin said that his title to 
speak on the subject here was that Sir Hugh 
Lane, in his codicil, asked that “his friend, 
Tom Bodkin, should help in getting the 
gallery.” It occurred to him that the citizens 
did not realise what an enormous material 
benefit to the city the possession of the Lane 
pictures would be. They would bring lovers 
of art from all parts of the world to Dublin. 
He did not quite agree with Mr. Yeats that 
we should be content with ‘‘an indefinite 
loan ” of the pictures. 

“We claim,” said Mr. Bodkin,. “ that 
these pictures are indisputably ours, and I 
would not be prepared to subscribe to the 
formula mentioned by the Senator; but 1 
would be prepared, when our right is ad- 
mitted, to. lend some of them to other cown- 
tries. We should not be satisfied with any- 
thing less than the whole collection. I sug- 
gest that the members of this club should 
use their influence with, the great. organisa- 
tion of Rotary at home and abroad, to assert 
that the pictures are ours. and that they 
should not. be kept from us.” 

On the motion of the Rev. Dr. Hutton, 
seconded by Mr. M. P. Rowan, a cordial vote 
of thanks was passed to Senator Yeats and 
Mr. Bodkin.

The Free State’s Currency, 
The text of the bill to establish a 
separate currency.in the Irish Free State 
was. issued yesterday, The Government 
has followed closely the reeommendations 
of the majority report of the recent Bank. 
ing. Commission, and the bill merely 
registers its views in legislative form and 
sets up the necessary machinery for their 
enforcement. As suggested by the report, 
the whole business of Free. State currency 
will be in the hands of a Commission “of 
seven members,. Three of these members’ 
will be elected by the “banks; three, of 
whom two must be business men, will be 
nominated by the Minister for Finance, 
and there will be a chairman who will be 
chosen by his colleagues. The Currency 
Commission will establish an agency--in 
London, and will proceed immediately to 
the task of creating a new currency. 
Gold will be issued against 
bullion ; the mainstay of the 
currency will be legal -tender notes, 
ranging . from. -ten shillings to. -one 
hundred. pounds in -value,’ which “will: be 
issued by the Commission “in unlimited 
quantity” against. bullion, gold coins or 
British money. Every legal tender note 
will be payable by the Currency Commis- 
sion at its London Agency in sterling at 
any time, and ample provision is made 
by the bill against any possible shortage 
inicurrent funds. In addition to an un- 
limited issue of legal tender notes, there 
will be a consolidated bank note issue, on 
which \an initial limit of £6,000,000 has 
been placed. These notes, which will 
have, the same denominations as the legal 
tender notes, but will ‘start at one pound 
instead of ten shillings, will be. dis- 
tributed among the banks in a settled 
ratio. For the privilege of participa- 
tion in. the note issue the banks 
‘will be required to pay one and a 
half per cent. per annum of their hold- 
ings to the Commission,. which will have 
three separate funds under. its control. 
‘The Legal Tender Note Fund will consist 
of all bullion, moneys, securities and 
funds received in respect of the legal 
tender issue, and will be sufficient to cover 
it pound for pound in sterling, The 
Note ‘Reserve Fund will be maintained 
at one-tenth of the maximum amount: of 
Consolidated Notes outstanding at any 
given period, and the.General Fund will 
be composed of the various other moneys 
which the Commission will administer, — 
The new currency will be based securely on 
‘that of Great Britain, and, apart from 
the fact that the Free State Government 
will derive a fairly substantial revenue 
from its invested funds, there will be no 
essential difference between the new and 
the old dispensations.

Facts. in.China. . 

The dominating facts of the Chinese 
situation can be stated in three sentences. 
Canton’s armies now control the whole 
country below the Yangtse River. They 
are advancing northwards in the confident 
hope that they will occupy Peking before 
the end of May... Except gt Shanghai 
and at a few other places on the coast 
every foreigner throughout China goes 
in daily peril of his life. Chang Tso-lin, 
the commander of the Northern forces, 
has announced for the hundredth time 
his defiance of the Kuomintang and his 
intention to take the field in real earnest, 
but the anxiety which prevails at Peking 
belies ‘these assurances: The Cantonese; 
armies have been preceded by the political 
agitators, «who sare working with their 
usual efficiency; and already large areas 
of Northern China are ripe for revolu- 
tion. If Chang T'so-lin’s troops make any 
stand at all, the most critical position 
will be the junction of the Lunghai rail- 
way with the Hangkow-Peking railway, 
south of the Yellow River. If they fail 
there, it is difficult to suppose that they 
will offer a more successful resistance at 
any: point between the: Yellow River and 
the Great ‘Wall. Soon: the Western’ 
Powers and Japan must decide whether 
they will strengthen the Legation guards 
at Peking and the foreign garrison 
at Tientsin or wil] allow those two cities 
to share the fate of Hankow. In the 
meanwhile there are. conflicting stories 
concerning the relations between .General 
Chiang ~ Kai-shek “and the extreme} 
elements of the Kuomintang. © According 
to some reports Russian ‘influénce “is in 
the ascendent and Chiang Kai-shek will 
be dismissed from office. According . to 
others, he intends, and will be able, to. 
expel the Bolshevist. agents. and to give aa | 
new and moderate character .to “the 
Nationalist movement. In the latter 
event, which is much to be desired, he 
may come to terms with the North and 
may unite all China under a single 
Government. 

The policy which was expressed in the 
British memorandum on Ching remains 
unchanged. Great. Britain still. recognises 
the Chinese peoplé’s title to shape their 
own future in their own way, still.is ready 
to renounce many of her lawfyl rights 
in China, and still awaits a reasonable 
overture from any. authority .that can 
claim to represent the whole country or 
even a large part of it. The British 
decision to send another brigade of troops 
to China conflicts in no way with the 
spirit or terms of the recent memorandum. 
It is merely a recognition of the fact that 
the Government’s first duty is -to its own 
citizens. Even if the moderate members 
of the Kuomintang -have the will to 
protect foreign. lives.and: property at the 
present crisis, we must assume now that 
they have not the power. -This trath has 
been enforced by: the stiecéssive lessons of 
Hankow, Shanghai and Natiking. If no 
British férce had been sent to Shanghai, 
the horrors of Cawnpore might have been 
renewed in the International Settlement. 
Last week a general massacre of foreigners 
at Nanking was averted-only by the guns 
of British and American warships.. The 
northward march of the Cantonese armies 
means that during the coming weeks 
virtually the whole foréign population of 


China will have taken refuge in Shanghai, | 


Hong-Kong, Peking, Tientsin and two or 
three other cities, and that its safety 
will be guaranteed only by the presence 
of foreign troops and foreign ships of 
war. Of course, such a situation cannot 
be permanent. The ultimate solution, no 
doubt, will be found in China’s own 
suffering through the stoppage of her 
foreign trade; for to-day she is creating 
for herself the severest form of economic 
boycott. In the meanwhile, however, 
Great Britain, with, or without, the 
effective co-operation of other Powers, 
must defend her subjects’ lives and the 
remnant of their property.

Union Bill ‘became known in London last 


‘night. ‘The bill, which is far more com- 


prehensive than anyone had anticipated— 

Declares illegal any strike “which has any 
object in addition to the furtherance 
of a trade dispute within the trade 
concerned, and is calculated to coerce 
the Government or to intimidate the 
ry or any substantial portion 
of it; : i 

Provides that the Trade Disputes Act of 
1906, giving felief from actions at law 
for conspiracy, shall not apply to any 
act done in furtherance of illegal 
. strikes; © : 

Provides that no one refusing to take part 
in an illegal strike shall be subject to 
expulsion from his union, to fine, or 
loss of benefit ; 

Provides that no member of a trade union 
shall be required to contribute to a 
sign fund of. a union, unless he 

given notice in writing of his will- 
ingness to contribute. 

Civil servants are prohibited from being 
members of any trade union unless the 
organisation is confined to persons em- 
ployed under the Crown, and is indepen- 
dent of any outside trade union. 


CONTRACTS MUST BE KEPT. 

Under the bill it will be unlawful for 
any local authority to make it a condi- 
tion of employment that a person should 
be a member of a trade union. It also 
will be an offence for any person em- 
ployed by a local or public authority to 
break his contract of service if he has 
reason to believe that the consequence 
will be to prevent the discharge of the 
functions of the authority. 

‘It is- a complete: surrender. to the 
Die-hards,'” was a comment heard from 
many Labour supporters.

A good deal of interest. was taken in 
the section relating to civil servants. If

side the Civil Service itself.

HEAVY PENALTIES. 

Clause 1 of the bill declares illegal any 
strike in which the strike has any object 
in addifion to.the furtherance of a trade 
dispute within the trade concerned, if it 
is calculated to coerce the Government, or 
to intimidate the community or any sub- 
stantial portion of it. The probability of 
coercion or intimidation is sufficient—they 
need not be proved. as a fact. 

The penalty for declariny, instigating, 
furthering or taking. part in such an 
illegal strike is, on. summary conviction, 
a fine not exceeding £100 or imprison- 
mént for a term not exceeding three 
months, or, on indictment, imprisonment 
not exceeding two years. 

‘ - INTIMIDATION, 

Another clause strengthens ‘the law for 
the prevention of intimidation, and de- 
clares it to be unlawful for one or more 
persons, , notwithstanding that they may 
be acting in furtherance of a trade dis- 
pute, to be near the house or the place of 
work of any person for the purpose of 
obtaining or communicating information, 
or pers¥ading any person to work or 
abstain from working, if they attend in 
such numbers or in such a manner as to 
be likely to intimidate any person in 
that house, to. obstruct “the approach 
thereto or egress therefrom, or to lead 
to a breach of the peace. A penalty of 
£20, or imprisonment not exceeding three 
months, is provided for. | ,

He was not then in a position 
to say what was the cause of their illness.

In a leading article The Times} 
observes : ~The broad comment to be made 
on the Trade Disputes. and Trade Unions 
Bill, as it finally = emerged from the 
Cabinet last ‘night, is that none of ‘its 
four main provisions can be opposed. on 
any ground of justice or of logic. .To.put 
it in another way, no one can éasily 
picture to himself the ‘sort’ of. measure 
that would repeal any one of them if they 
were the law of the land, or the sort of 


They will all be strenuously 
resisted now, as a matter of course. We 
were warned of that before they were 
known, or even settled,.and there may be 
legitimate differences of opinion about one 
or other of them on grounds of political 
expediency. 

But nothing in the bill is unreasonable. 
It cannot be described, without perversion 
of language, as an attack on trade 
uniohism or on anything else. Take, for 
instance, what is, perhaps, the most con- 
troversial of the proposals—the clause 
which proposes to substitute contracting in 
for contracting out of the levy raised by 
the unions for political purposes. It is 
said, on the one hand, that the change 
will make no practical difference at all, 
and we are inclined to agree.. But in that 
case,- where is. the. grievance ? 
other hand, the proposal is denounced in 
the same breath as a partisan method of 
sapping labour finance. But that line of 
argument suggests that the political sub- 
scription is now levied from unwilling 
trade unionists, and it is diffieult to 
defend the proposition that individuals 
should be compélled by the method of the 
levy to subscribe to the Labour, or to any 
other, political party.” Even in this case 
the critics cannot have it both ways, and 
the three remaining proposals—that the 


more clearly. defined, that civil servants 
should be debarred from the risk of being 
drawn into this illegal action, and. that 
picketing. should not. degenerate into

Firing continued intermittently for seventy 
minutes, and in all 76 shells were fired by 
H.M.S. Emerald, and approximately the same 
number by two American destroyers.

CROP-GROWING EXPERI- 
MENTS. 


. 


VARIETIES ON TEST. 


The results of the experiments conducted 
by agricultural instructors in 1 to dis- 
cover the best varieties of the principal farm 
crops have now been tabulated. The infor- 
mation is timely, in view of the importance 
of making now a wise choice of suitable 
varieties for this season. The experiments 
comprised tests with barley, wheat, oats, 
turnips and mangels. 

Barley.—Four varieties of barley, viz.— 
Spratt-Archer’ 37/6, Spratt-Archer 37 No. 3, 
Spratt-Archer 37 No. 4 and Archer-Gold- 
thorpe Spratt 1/7/2 were tested at 17 centres. 
All four varieties, which are farrow-eared, 
have been produced by the Department’s Seed 
Propagation Division, and Spratt-Archer 37/6 
has consistently given satisfactory yields in 
the trials conducted during the previous 
seven seasons. In the past season the average 
vields of “rain per statute acre were as 
follows :—Spratt-Archer 37 No, 4, 23 cwt. 
1 gvr.; Spratt-Archer 37 No. 3, 23 cwt. 0 qr.; 
Spratt-Archer 37/6, 22 cwt. ó qrs.; Archer- 
Goldthorpe-Spratt 1/7/2, 22 ewt. 2 qrs. 

Wheat.—In the wheat variety trials, con- 
ducted at 20 centres, the highest yield per 
statute acre of 25 cwt, was produced by 
Queen Wilhelmina, a well-known variety of 
good milling quality. Yeoman H., also a 
good milling quality wheat and highly 
resistant to ‘“‘lodging” and yellow rust, 
yielded 24 cwt. 1 qr. per statute acre. Yeo- 
man, which very closely resembles. Yeoman 
II., produced is cwt., and Square-Head 
Master 23 cwt. 1 qr. per statute acre. 

Oats.—Tests with four varieties of Black 
Oats, the seed of which was supplied by the 
Department’s Seed Propagation Division, 
were conducted at 18 centres. Black Mogul, 
Black Bell III. and Black Tartary (a new 
selection) each produced 25 ewt. 2 qrs., and 
Black Tartary (Department’s Pure Line) 22 
ewt. 3. qrs. per statute acre. Tests. with 
white varieties of oats were also conducted 
at 28 centres. Banner-Tartary 9,. a’ new 
variety raised by the Department’s Seed 
Propagation Division, produced the heaviest 
yield of grain 25 cwt. per statute acre. Vie- 
tory I]. produced 24 ewt, 2 qrs., Crown 24 
ewt. 1 qr., and Victory 23 cwt. ó qrs. per 
statute acre. These and other varieties of 
oats have been grown during the past season 
at the Department’s Plant Breeding Station 
and also at various centres throughout the 
country under the supervision of the Depart- 
ment and the agricultural instructors, and 
considerable quantities of seed, particularly 
of Victory, Victory IJ. and Black Tartary, 
are available in some districts. Information 
can be obtained from the agricultural instruc- 
tors as to where supplies of the seed of these 
varieties may be procured. 

Turnips.—Five varieties of Swedes were 
tested at 51 centres. The average yields per 
statute acre were as follows :—Magnificent, 
26 tons 11 cwt.; Tipperary, 26 tons 3 cwt.; 
Up-to-date, 25 tons 1 cwt.; Caledonian, 24 
tons 19 ewt., and Incomparable Green Top, 
24 tons 8 cwt. 

Mangels.—Four varieties of mangels were 
tested at 22 centres. The average vields per 
statute acre were as follows:—Lord Warden, 
35 tens; Red Intermediate, 34 tons 15 cwt.; 
Yellow Globe, 33 tons 18 ecwt., and White 
Knight, 31 tons 17 cwt.

WORKMEN’S CLUB CERTIFICATE 


TO BE OPPOSED. ; 

William Nolan, Secretary of the Working- 
men’s Club, Wellington quay, appeared to 
answer a complaint of Inspector O’Callaghan 
that the club, on the night of the 15tk 
January last, was ermitted to be used, 
managed, and carried on in such a way as 
to constitute a ground of objection to the 
renewal of its certificate under the Registra- 
tion of Clubs Act. 

The allegation was that the club was not 
conducted in good faith as a club, and that 
it was habitually used for an unlawful pur- 

se, or mainly for the supply of excisable 
iquor; and that : le of drink took place at 
10.50 o'clock on the night of the 15th 
January. ’ 

Taepector O’Callaghan stated that he 
entered the club premises at 10.50 on the 
night in question, and found the door of the 
bar lock It was opened when he knocked, 
and inside he fou d three men, with drinks 
in their hands. They said that they had 

one into the bar to pay their subscriptions. 

e asked why the “ subs.”’ were not paia to 
the secretary instead of the barman. There 
were about 200 people in other parts of the 


house. 
BAR RECEIPTS. 

Having examined the balance sheets, which 
were produced at his request by the secretary 
of the club, 

Mr. Collins said that the 1925 sheet showed 
that. the .receipts...were £17,000, of which 
£14,037 came from the bar, and only £271 
from subscriptions, The 1926 sheet gave the 
gross income as £8,900, of which £5,550 
came from the bar. This, he commented, 
was nearly, as bad as the. previous year's 
sheet. 

Mr. A. E. Bradley (for the ‘secretary)— 
There are about 600 members. 

Mr. Collins—Is there any doubt that this 
club is run mainly for the supply of excisable 
liquor, looking at this figure of £5,550? The 
bar appeared to have cost £4,044, leaving a 
profit of £1,500. That was not bad at all, 

This club, he understood, had two Arch- 
bishops as presidents, and he wished to know 
if they were still holding these offices. 

Mr. Bradley—Yes; there were two Arch- 
bishops and a Lord Mayor vice-presidents. 
They are not there now. : 

Thi: is the oldest club in Dublin, Mr. 
Bradley added. Sir Thomas O’Shaughnessy 
presented it with a library, k 

Mr. Collins—There is a surplus of £2,656 
assets over liabilities. It is a very pros- 
perous club. 

Mr. Bradley—That. is for property. They 
own two houses. 

The manager of the club stated that he 


allowed the three men into the bar to piy 
their subscriptions, and gave them a free 


drink. } 
Mr, Collins—It is strange to supply free 


drinks. ! 

He held that the place was mainly kept 
for supplying excisable liguor, and that an 
illegal sale took place.
